La Lalie and the Coniral Raiiread. 
From the tabular statement published by the 
Directors of the Illinois Central Road it appears 
that with the exception of the Chicago statioa, 
the amount received for freight furnished to 
the Railroad and forwarded from La Salle was 
greater than from aay other station. 


The aggregate of tle ae for freight for 
the iwelve.yncontha, forwarded from La Salle 
station, was $3,436 09. From Cairo, the south- 


ern terminus of the road, it waa $34,096 34, 


From Galena, $14,313 69; and from Chiengo it 


was $85.197 98. 


Thus it appears that the receipts af the road 
from freight forwarded from La Salle were more 


than 20 per cent. greater than those from Cairo, 
aad over three times as large as those from Ge- 


lena. 

The whole amount received from freight de- 
ring the year was $630,934 91 ; and of this sum’ 
the freight forwarded from La Salle furnished: 
$45,436 09, being more than one-fifteenth part 
of the whole, although ours is but one of the 
seventy stations oa the road fro: whieh retaras 
are given. 

The receipts from passengers at the a Salle 
station for the year, were $31,479 65, making, 
with the freight receipts, the sam of $74. 915-14. 
This aggregate is far greater than the amouat 
for freight and passage mon“y received at any 
other stations, exeept at the two main term ai, 
and Cairo, aod at Gelena. The rece pis 
from both those sowrees at Cairo werd vut $8)),- 
693 08, exeveding La Gaile less thaa $6,000.— 
la Salle Pres.
